Thia ca*e 
prot-ej inu*l diatinclly the value of a con- 
ductor. Th* wire being mtuffinml to 
tarry off the diacbarge, ihe lightning too It 
Uw count which waa beat tutted to Iti 
operation* j ihe fpni barrti did net at f met 
tbe lightning, but became a brttre con- 
tinuation of Iht cimdurtor. 

In I7.V.I, Coptoia DiBDEri waji udren 
prisoner, and cwried by the French lo 
Fort Royal, in Martinique- He was 
marched Ihtnce to til. 1'ierre, On the 
march the guard Hopped with (heir 
pri >oner at a una II chapel, to shelter from 
roin during a heavy ihunder-itumi The 
lightning al tuck two of lit* »ldieia dead. 
Tbey bad been leaning againat th* wall 
between la-o bultreatw ; the rett of the 
party near by escaped. The wall waa per- 
forated by (he lightning, making art open- 
ing four feet by three, and only where (he 
dead toldiera retted. On entering the 
chapel a tuuare bar of iron waa found un 
the ground near the wall, about four feet 
long, joined 19 another bar about a tout 
aong, which lay hurtaontally, and wat 
joined to tit* wall by lead. ' In paaaing 
■lung these liar* the lightning larmahed 
and partly fined them. It a l* * (reclamed 
that the hejda of the loldiert were obout 
the level of llie end of the thurteat tin. 
It ia not tUled, in the PAH, Tram., whence 
thit account it taken, mhethtr the muikets 
of the toldiert became the continuation of 
the conductor ; but it i* aery probable tuch 
waa the case. In tbit cat* we recognize 
tbe ritlt of an innpflrut conductor, and 
the danger of being at a point of interrup- 
tion j the lightning waa too powerful to 
pau off it 1 1 hunt fining the iron, and the 
toldiert hapjietied to be al that very point. 

In the Rue Plnmet in Parii, in June, 
ITljT, lightning entered a home which was 
furitiihed a tth K ill oruarnehli. Of seeeral 
picture franiet in one room, one only waa 
injured; thai one man ffildnt, but the 
ut hen were not. A lin lantern in one 
room, and an iron ature in another, were 
deilroyeil— nothing elte «u touched. In 
a third room wai a ehett containing half 
a pound or gunpowder, in an open Itsak, 
amidol articlrt of iron, tome of which 
were fund ; the powder neaped. The 
entablature outtide the haute wat de~ 
ttroyed ; 4*rj of iron were fu u nd belli ltd 
il fiifd in fie HVf. 

Thit cat* provet ditLincily, (bat the 
lightning, in it* nan court*, hiving en- 
tered the huut* chow the metallic orlitiei 
10 paju off by, and that the i njury to 
them entued in touiequence of theit 
being nut cuulinuout ; they were, in fact, 
iVere-tituW aaitf intuffiriml conductor*. 

It i* quite analogoua with the mjury 
done lo St. Bride'* Church, in FJeei- 

ttrPet. 

Now tt can scarcely be *aid r that tbet* 
iniigmticant inanfa of iron could eurt 
■nfficierit power to draw tuch a powerful 
a«eni at the thundeibolt out of iu direct 
courae ; in all theae rumptet the metal 
happened tu be iu iti way, and accord- 
ingly it cboae the metal, a* in the in- 
atante of Lord TiLNEv'a utembly at 
Naples. It it by induction tuch rlTeclt 
are produced, the metal giving a free 
pataage to Ihe electric fluid, and the 
choice it determined: by the capacity of 
the conductor. To gain its paaage it 
force t through all obttaclei and leap* 
from bar to bar, ai in the cat* of the 
church at Newbury, in I7S4, doing da- 
mage at point* of interruption only, or 
on line* of weak power, aa in that in- 
stance, when it melted a wire in ill detcent , 
leaving the uood woik about il unin- 
jured. 

At a proof that thit it the cat*, LtTot* 
Lianiy citei the following very striking 
example of the preference of lightning 
for the beat conducting bodies, in if a line 
of route. He aays, that on Nth June, 
l7oa, the steeple of the church of An- 
trume, near Laval, wu ttruck. The 
gilding of the framea and bordett of 
nichea were fused and blackened ; it 
■coicbrd the amrettet (cruets) in • cup- 
board, and pierced two deep hotea in a 
marble closet where ihe church plate wat 
kept, in a niche in * wall of nnditone. 
The damage wat repaired, the hule* wete 
atopped, aud tbe gilding renewed. On 
the 20th June, 1764, the tieeple wu 
agatnttruck. Tbelighttiing"ea<Frer/fiae 
rkurfA Of Ih- tow jirW, ArW.vw I the 
pitding lekieA it And blaeAened Irejbrr, 
fntr/i that arJiicA it hail fumml btfort, es- 
t-ndn./ Hi dimagr to prteinely thr «ne 
tmitt, mthml mttdina them , iUtimtd 
and teorrhrd fgrilUr) the mrli. and 
Jtnaflv rt-aprntd thr lira ho/nt in the 
marbtr t lonei. " Thi a arcond case of damage 
quite corresponds with lb* frequent 

damage done to the chimb ■( l' i 

OkaiNi's chateau, in Carinthia; and the 
piercing of bolet in lb* closet bat been 
often paralleled in other countries. In 
1777, lightniuo bored eighteen bolel 
through the weathercock on the Church 
of SI. Sepulchre, al Cremona. In 1778, 
the window-gist* in Ca ikijj'. house, at 
Alexandria, in Italy, wu pierced in nu- 
merous hole*, about the sixth of on inch 
in diameter. On Srd July, 18X1 , tbe tin 
roof of a house al Geneva wat pierced in 
tbe same way ; thtet of these hu lea. about 
one inch ond three-quarters in diameter, 
perforated on* piece of lin. These ad- 
ditional com* are quoted to confirm 
LsTnt a Lastnav's narrative, 

Tb* fact* above enumerated lead to 
thi* genera] inferto**, that at the electric 
fluid, ia its passage to or from the earth, 
will prefer tomdariinp to non-conducting 
tubalancei ; »nd perfret and tnfitmt to 
imperfect and iniumcient channel! of 
escape, il it sot to any peculiar attraction, 
deflecting lightning out of it* court* that 
we are to attribute accident* to pertau* 
caught in thunder- alorma, but to the fact 
tin- they happen to be in lb* lint of 
rwtwage of the r leant fluid, and perhap* 
bare about them tubataiicr* along which 
lb* lightning prefers to lra**l. It it, 
(hen, quite abturd to say, that lightning 
conductors " do a* much harm as good. 1 ' 
and attract the danger : for it ha* been 
afaoWB, that thry are but drain*, which 
idemlly, (then perfectly sufficient) and 
with evident proofs occasionally afford 
a tafe pataage to a fluid winch would 
at her wit* take a similar coarse, and 
would tbrn with saUtapte* which 



would lead it. by the tame pfOctH of 
induction, tu ipots where mitcliief, and 
perhaps death , would ensue. 

If our houwa and other buildi ngt could 
be made of iron, or of merely iron frame 
work, we should alwaya be tafe , aa it it 
we are never tafe, and therefore tt ia th* 
part of wisdom lo adopt such mode* of 
tecuiity as scientific ubtervationi and 
common experience point out to ut. Iu 
conclusion, then, we will, as concisely aa 
possible, nate what ought to be done, and 
what ought nol lo be done, in inch catet. 
And il can at iu redly say but little for the 
understanding of |ho** who, With the. 
fiffht of rleetriral tcienee stream i n g around 
them, would be content to forego the ap- 
pliance* suggested by it, and revert to the 
dark aget, w hen tnperttiti/m waa thought 
tufScirnt for all things, 

HixtrwRu., in hit Apoloait, tayi, that 
in the fourth year of Wiu-tati lit lis. 
Winston) be Abbey was ttruck by light- 
Ding, and that it waa so great, thai 
"ntirtrr iaeea**, Wy tM/er, mar the 
nnginp of thr taowAi, could allay it." 
We hope, in the present day, that the 
gentlemen in charge of out new Sydney 
churches will profit by the ex|*rienre of 
tbe luuuk* of Win tcora be, and try totne- 
tting more effectual. 

To apply conductor! with advantage to 
a building, it will be tint of all neceiaary 
tu select proper materiali. Now topper 
is found to nanus! it tbe electric fluid 
twenty timet fatter than iron, and at iron 
conducts four hundred million lime* 
faster than water, which couducti many 
thousand times faster than dry tlone, 
ecyiner, therefore, if the surface be broad 
enough, (for it it the tnrfiet which con- 
veys the ftuii:) it Ihe bett material. A 
square of tAree-ouartm of «* inch in 
the side, or a circle of that diameter, will 
be sufficient. Its upper extremity should 
project abote the building, but it need 
not be much above tt . Tt should be 
pointed and made uf platina, or be gilt, 
tu prevent uxydalion or fusion. The bat* 
ol which such a conductor should be 
made ought to be contiuuona ; if sepa- 
rated, oven the eighih or tenth of an 
inch, a ttream of light, or sparks, with 
occasional detonationa, will enaue when 
a thunder cloud is iner it. The has* of 
the conductor should be thicker than th* 
upper part, and the whole should be 
painted with lamp-black paint. It would 
be well if, at the bate, there should be 
diverging poind, or a flattened plate 
where il entert the ground, in which it 
should be inserted several feet, and the 
ground should he alway* moist. Arti- 
lirial cisterns will not do. The condur- 
tor*, thould end in water present in the 
soil itjell, it) a welt, draiti, or marshy 
ground. 

Keeping in mind that the lightning in 
alt cat** purauet the path of Itait rt- 
tittancr, which it always determined be- 
fore Ihe electricity becomes visible by 
lightning, it will appear right, that ail 
the conductors (if several) on oach baild 
ing thould each cirmmunicate with the 
gniund by tbe shorten route i and " they 
■hould communicate with each other, and 
with all thr metallic parts of the roof." 
If great metallic masse* exist near the 
building, either avoid them or connect 
them with the conductor*. The tame re- 
mark applies to metal gutters. If tbe 
con dm tort be lung, their size should be 
increased. If the building b* a powder 
magaxine the conductor* ought not to be 
placed on it, but in Ihe ground near it, 
and he sufficiently numerous to protect it 
thoroughly. 

If there be difficulty in procuring 
platina, which there may be in thit colony, 
a point of copper kept free from deeom 



lb* principal of the tquattu-i, not <■.„.- 
fentr&ie them. The very steam of a 
number uf living uejlures it a conductor. 
If il rain* lufficiently get wet through, 
and you are comparatively safe Whether 
a member of the Society of Friend* or not,
